“ We cam e here for a honeymoon 
because we love Venezuela," the 
governor told the South Am ericans 
on hand to greet him at C aracas 
Airport. 


Back in W ashington Republican 
leaders began reappraisal of their 
possible presidential candidates in 
light of Rockefeller’s sudden re 
m arriage Saturday. They found 
them selves in alm ost total dis­ 
agreem ent about the political ef 
fe d s of the move. 


Some felt the New York gover­ 
nor, who had been considered the 
strongest contender for the 1964 
GOF presidential nomination, had 
com m itted political suicide by his 
m arriage. O thers said it would 
have no effect.
